LIFFEY FRY “ SWEPT OUT 
TO SEA” 


The suggestion that the frequent 
release of large volumes of water at 
the Poulaphouca hydro-electric scheme 
dam was sweeping numbers of 
ova and fry from the Liffey spawning 
ds, was made at yesterday's 
monthly meeting of the Dublin Con- 
servators of Fisheries by the head 
water-keeper, J. Dowling. 

He said that, instead of having 
natural seasonal flooding, they had 
sudden releases of water at frequent 
intervals, which came tearing down 
the river over the spawning beds, the 
young fry being washed out to sea, 
where their chances of survival were 
small, A -solution of the difficulty, 
he suggested, would be the erection of 
a series .of small weirs or stop-gaps, 
about two feet high, along the spawn- 
ing beds around Ballymore Eustace 
and Killgarvan. He suggested that 
the river required a general cleaning 
from the source to the sea.
